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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -30 are pending. 

2. Applicant's amendments filed on 3 1 March 2005, clarifying the claim language of "a 
menu" in the independent claims by replacing "a menu" with "a menu of the plurality of menus", 
as agreed upon during the interview conducted on 22 March 2005 (Interview Summary PTOL 
413 filed on 5 April 2005) have been received and entered. 

3. As agreed upon during the interview conducted on 22 March 2005 (Interview Summary 
PTOL 413 filed on 5 April 2005), the examiner withdraws the previous final rejection filed on 7 
December 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
teaches a method of navigating among a plurality of menus of a handheld device via a cursor. 
Each independent claim identifies the distinct feature of a second button, wherein when the 
cursor is highlighting one of the menus or a first menu item in a menu of the plurality of menus, 
the second button causes the cursor to navigate from one menu to another; and when the cursor is 
highlighting a menu item other than the first menu item in a menu of the plurality of menus, and

no selection command has been received for the menu, the second button causes the cursor to 
navigate within the menu. The closest prior art, Ghassabian U.S. PubHcation 2004/0047505, 
teaches a handheld device comprising a menu bar including a plurality of menus, a set of items 
associated with each menu of the plurality of menus, a display button to cause the menu bar 
including the plurality of menus to be displayed, a first scroll button to cause a cursor to navigate 
within a menu when no selection command has been received for the menu, and to highlight a 
desired menu item within the menu. The prior art fails to teach a first button to cause a cursor to 
navigate within a menu when no selection command has been received for the menu and a 
second single button that performs two functions: causes the cursor to navigate from one menu to 
another and to navigate within the menu when no selection command has been received for the 
menu. The prior art thus fails to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
